Lords Roberts and Kitchener 


met with a remarkably hearty reception on 
Jan. 10, when they landed from the Dunottar 
Castle. Field-Marshal Lord Roberts, V.C. (of 
whom a most interesting new portrait appears 
in this week’s Sketch), and Major-General Lord 
Kitchener stepped ashore amid the booming of 
guns from the shore batteries, the crashing music 
of bands, and the ringing cheers of the multi- 
tude. They were received by General Sir F. 
Forestier - Walker, Colonel Hanbury, the Gov- 
ernor’s (Sir A. Milner’s) secretary, and the Duke 
of Westminster, his A.D.C., while guards of 
konour, composed of Regulars and Volunteers, 
were in attendance. 

Surrounded by a cavalry escort, the Generals 
drove between walls of packed humanity to 
Government House. With the cessation of the 
rain, the city business houses had broken out 
into an eruption of flags and streamers of bright 
colours. Not only was the roadway crammed 
with people, but the shops and houses over- 
flowed with spectators on the roofs and balconies. 

After spending an hour with Sir Alfred Milner, 
the Generals drove to the Castle through streets 
which were thronged with a frantically enthu- 
silastic people. 


Sir George White’s Valorous Defence 
of Ladysmith. 


The Governor of the Colony of Natal on 
Jan. 9 sent to Sir George White a message con- 
veying the congratulations of Natal on the 
successful repulse of the Boers from Ladysmith 
on Jan. 6, and the admiration of the Colonists 
for the noble behaviour of the troops there 
throughout the siege. 

Sir George White replied, thanking the 
Governor for his kind telegram, and said that 
the message had much gratified the garrison, 
which rejoiced to think it had rendered good 
service to Natal, a province which had shown 
such devotion to Imperial interests, and given 
the garrison so splendid a contingent, with 
whom they held it an honour to fight as 
comrades. 

According to the Standard and Diggers’ News, 
the official list of the Boer casualties at what is 
called the Platrand fight on Jan. 6 gives 26 killed 
and 77 wounded ; but this is described as a first 
return. The Boer dead must haye numbered 
hundreds. 

The severity of the fighting at Ladysmith on 
that sanguinary Saturday, Jan. 6, was terrible. 
It was a life-and-death struggle. British pluck 
succeeded in beating off the Boers at last, after a 
long day of fiercest combats, but not without a 
sad sacrifice of valuable life. ‘‘ Very hard 
pressed” heliographed Sir George White him- 
self to Buller at the supreme crisis of the contest. 
But, happily, the Sunday despatch signalled by 
Sir George and printed in last week’s P.I.P., 
proved that the Boers had been completely driven 
back. 

Comforts for the Devons.

Boer Account of the Determined Assault 
on the Ladysmith Defences. 


Dalziel’s representative with the Boers at 
Hoofdlaager, Ladysmith, wired on Jan. 7— 

A bold attack was made yesterday morning 
by the commandoes investing Ladysmith upon

the British fortifications on the Platrand Ridge. 
The operations that ensued were most exciting in 
their character. The storming parties were 
greeted on reaching the edge of the rugged 
plateau by a tremendous hail of shot and shell 
from the British artillery. No attempt was made, 
however, to hold the first line of schanzes, 
or stone breastworks, at the top of the hill, and 
these were promptly occupied by the Boer sharp- 
shooters. At the next row, however, an exceed- 
ingly stubborn resistance was made, and with 
good effect, every inch of ground being most 
stubbornly contested. Conspicuous bravery was 
displayed upon both sides. 

After ten o'clock the British artillery-fire 
slackened perceptibly, but then ensued a most 
terrific individual contest among the riflemen 
for the possession of the ridge. At noon 
a heavy thunderstorm broke over the position, 
interrupting the battle for two hours. It 
seemed as though the heavenly batteries were 
using their best endeavours to create an even 
more terrific noise than the cannon and the rifles 
of the contending armies. 

Although the burghers succeeded ultimately 
in gaining possession of most of the British 
positions on, the western side of the Platrand, 
they were finally obliged to retire from most of 
the ground they had occupied. The British 
losses were apparently severe, their ambulances 
being busy for many hours. The Boer losses 
were about a hundred killed and wounded, the 
Free State contingents being the heaviest 
sufferers.

“D.T.” New Year Gifts at Frere. 


On Jan. 10 Mr. Bennet Burleigh wired from 
Frere Camp to the Daily Telegraph— 

On behalf of the Daily Telegraph, I am taking 
up a wagon-load of little luxuries for free dis- 
tribution among our troops at Ladysmith. Mr. 
Sydney Goodman unites with me in this under- 
taking. The articles include liquors for the sick, 
20,000 cigarettes, fully half as many cigars, 
together with jams, fruit, etc. Possibly you 
may not hear from me during the next two days 
er so, but, believe me, all will go well. 


Buller’s Preparatory Sham-Fight. 

A Reuter’s despatch from the Boer camp at 
Colenso, dated Jan. 11, said— 

‘* Everything points to a great battle on the 
Tugela during the next few days. This morn- 
ing a large force of Highlanders with cavalry 
and guns engaged in a sham-fight. For the 
last two nights Ladysmith has been firing 
rockets. The object of the British is conjectured, 
but is by no means clear.” 

General Buller’s call for the European and 
British Indian Ambulance Corps to proceed to 
the front was very promptly responded to. The 
two corps aggregate 1400 trained men, and all 
arrived in Frere Camp promptly. 


General French at Coleskop. 


: On Jan. 11 a 15-pounder gun was drawn by 
about 150 men to the summit of Coleskop, other- 
wise the Torenberg, some 800 ft. or 1000 ft. above 
the surrounding plain. The ascent is steep and 
rocky, and it took nearly four hours to haul the 
gun to the top. Next day fire was opened on 
the enemy’s camp, which was in full view, at 
a distance of about three miles. The first shell 
burst very close, and though the next one fell 
short, the range was soon secured and our 
gunners began to drop shells over and right 
among the tents and wagons. Very soon men 
mounted and on foot could be seen making 
for the cover of the hills, but they were not 
many, perhaps fifty in all. Some remained 
behind, anid harnessing horses to the wagons, 
drove off. 

The hills around Colesberg were again shelled 
during the day. The enemy made no reply at 
all with the exception of a few sniping shots. 
But for the tents, one might suppose that hardly 
a Boer had been left in the neighbourhood. The 
enemy are probably lying close, watching their 
opportunity. 

Boers Repulsed Near Rensburg. 

The Boers last Monday morning attempted to 
take a hill near Rensburg, held by a company of 
the Yorkshires and the New Zealanders, and 
were repulsed at point of bayonet with loss of 
21 killed and 50 wounded. 


Colonel Porter’s Valuable Work.

Some useful work, a Daily News’ Special 
Correspondent tells: us, has been done by 
reconnoitring columns sent into the Free State 
from Modder River.

| One, comprising Munster Fusiliers, Lancashires, 
and Scots Greys, penetrated to within four miles 
of Jacobsdal, and were fired on.

British in the Free State. 
ZOUTPANSDRIFT, Jan. 12. 
(Via Orange River, Jan. 12.) 

This place was occupied on Jan. 6 by General 
Wood with a force of all arms. It is in Free 
State territory, and lies north.of the Orange 
River. A post has thus been established in the 
enemy’s country for the first time in the cam- 
paign. Communication between the banks of 
the river is maintained by means of a pontoon 
bridge. 

Capture of Kuruman: Great Boer Loss. 

In the attack on Kuruman it is stated that the 
Boers lost 120 killed and wounded. 


General Gatacre. 

According to intelligence received at Cape 
Town from Sterkstroom, General Gatacre, in his 
Divisional report, records his appreciation of the 
conduct of the Frontier Police and -the Cape 
Mounted Rifles and Police in the engagement 
on Dec. 30 near’ Dordrecht. 

This was the occasion when a party of scouts 
were cut. off by the enemy in a donga owing 
to their refusal to leave a wounded officer, 
Lieutenant Warren, of Brabant’s Horse. The 
General also mentions the great courage dis- 
played and the admirable work done by Lieu- 
tenant Warren. 


How Colonel Watson Lost His Life and 
a Company of the Suffolks. 

Quite the clearest and completest account of 
the venture which ended so badly for the Suffolk 
Regiment at Colesberg on the 6th is given ina 
telegram from the Daily News Special Corre- 
spondent, which suffered great delay in trans- 
mission— 

Naauwroort, Tuesday, Jan. 9, 6.30 p.m. 
On Saturday morning General French, at the 
| urgent desire of Colonel Watson, of the Suffolk 
Regiment, permitted an attempt to seize a 
grassy hill forming part of the Boer position 
| at Colesberg by a night attack with the bayonet. 
| The hill lies to the south-east of the position 
| held by the Suffolks. 

Though the consent of the General was given 
only at nine o’clock, information of the move- 
ment was conveyed somehow to the Boers. 
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The advance commenced at about midnight with 
four companies. The night was one of pitch 
darkness. ‘The men wore canvas shoes where 
possible, and when these were lacking, marched 
in their socks. The ground was most difficult 
owing to the boulders and rocks, and the advance 
had to be conducted with the greatest caution, 
and with frequent halts to verify the position. 

When the summit of the hill was reached 
Colonel Watson, Major Brown, and the Adjutant 
advanced over the crest to reconnoitre. The 
Boers meantime were lying behind a high schanz, 
in the rear of the crest. The rough ground had 
caused the men to close up a good deal, and the 
leading company was only a few yards behind 
the group of officers, when the Boers opened a 
terrific fusillade, killing the Colonel, the Adjutant, 
two other officers, and many men. 

At the first discharge, Captain Brett’s com- 
pany drew slightly to the right, and then 
charged into the schanz. Then came the order 
to retire. It came in a shout from the Boer 
lines, and the men of the two rear companies, 
completely deceived, carried it out. Of the two 
advance companies ninety-two men and officers 
were either killed or wounded. 

Captain Brett had got his men under some 
cover, and sent Sergeant Britton with five men 
to cut his way out, and ask our artillery to direct 
their fire to the right, fearing the guns might 
open on him. Three of these men got through 
with the message. 

Captain Brett, however, was forced to sur- 
render, with his remaining seventy-two men. 
The Boers refused to permit our ambulance 
to collect any of the wounded, insisting that 
they must retain all as prisoners, and 
only those able to escape were recovered. 

The schanz behind which the Boers were lying 
was very high, and doubly loophooled, but abso- 
lutely undiscoverable, except by balloon or an 
advance against it, and too high to be stormed 
without scaling-ladders, and impossible to carry, 
defended as it was by an overpowering rifle -fire. 


` Baden-Powell’s Defence of Mafeking, 


and Colonel Kekewich’s stout stand at Kimberley, 
will be remembered among the most famous 
exploits of the War. 

' The costly sortie from the east £ Mafeking 
was described by a Reuter’s agent— 

It was still dark when the squadrons, all on 
foot, moved into position and opened fire, and as 
the grey dawn turned ruddy, the long, irregular 
lines of khaki-clad skirmishers could be seen 
advancing. Then poor Vernon, anxious to 
get at the enemy, signalled a little too soon, 
before the guns had done their work. The attack 
developed swiftly, and we could plainly hear the 
men cheering, and see them waving their hats, 
each officer making eager efforts to be the first 
among the enemy. 

Bayonets glittered among the scrub, and 
bullets began to whistle unpleasantly close. 
Then a British cheer, borne upon the morning 
breeze, caught our ears. Someone said, ‘‘ The 


place is ours. Our men are in the ditch!’’ And 
so they were, but they found that the enemy 
had made the position practically impregnable 


for any but heavy battering-guns. Their parapet 
was loopholed in triple tiers, and roofed wiih a 
bomb-proof protection. 

There was only one entrance at the front, 
which was for the most part underground, and 
was only large enough to admit one man ata 
time. Our men swarmed round, trying to effect 
an entrance, and our losses were terrible. _ It 
was here that Captain Vernon was killed, and 
Lieutenant Paton was mortally wounded while 
actually firing his revolver into one of the loop- 
holes. 

Captain Sandford was killed, and then, with 
Captain FitzClarence wounded and most of their 
officers dead, our gallant men fell back, halting 
at intervals, and firing at the Boer work as they 
retired. 

Out of the storming party of eighty, twenty- 
one were killed and thirty-three wounded. Major 
Godley reported to headquarters that it was not 
worth the inevitable loss of life to make a second 
attack. Colonel Baden-Powell ordered out the 
ambulances, and one of the most gallant fights 
ever fought in South Africa was over. 

The garrison kept Christmas on the Sunday. 
On Monday, Dec. 25, there were dinners and 
sports and a Christmas tree, which was visited 
by 250 children, who enjoyed it immensely.

General Wauchope’s Death 


while leading the devoted Highland Brigade 
was a lamentable disaster. The deplorable 
incident was most vividly described by a Daily 
News Special, an Australian Volunteer with a 
style as graphic as Archibald Forbes’s— 

‘ In a second, in the twinkling of an eye, the 
searchlights of the Boers fell broad and clear as 
the noonday sun on the ranks of the doomed 
Highlanders, though it left the enemy concealed 
in the shadows of the frowning mass of hills 
behind them. For one brief moment the 
Scots seemed paralysed hy the suddenness of 
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their discovery, for they knew that they were 
huddled together like sheep within fifty yards of 
the trenches of the foe. Then, clear above the 
confusion, rolled the voice of the General: 
‘Steady, men, steady !’ and, like an echo to 
the veterans, out came the crash of nearly a 
thousand rifles not fifty paces from them. ‘The 
Highlanders reeled before the shock like trees 
before the tempest. Their best, their bravest, 
fell in that wild hail of lead. 

‘ General Wauchope was down, riddled with 
bullets; yet, gasping, dying, bleeding from 
every vein, the Highland chieftain raised him- 
self on his hands and knees, and cheered his men 
forward. Men and officers fell in heaps together. 
The Black Watch charged, and the Gordons 
and the Seaforths, with a yell that stirred the 
British camp below, rushed onward—onward to 
death or disaster. The accursed wires caught 
them round the legs until they floundered, like 
trapped wolves, and all the time the rifles of the 
foe sang the song of death in their ears. 

‘ Then they fell back, broken and beaten, | 
leaving nearly 1000 dead and wounded just where | 
the broad breast of the grassy veldt melts into 
the embrace of the rugged African hills, and an | 
hour later the dawning came of the dreariest day | 
that Scotland has known for a generation past. | 
Of her officers, the flower of her chivalry, the | 
pride of her breeding, but few remained to tell 
the tale, a sad tale truly, but one untainted with 
dishonour, or smirched with disgrace, for up 
those heights under similar circumstances even a 
brigade of devils could scarce have hoped to pass. 

‘< All that mortal men could do the Scots ‘did : 
they tried, they failed, they fell, and there is 
nothing left us now but to mourn for them and 
avenge them, and I am no prophet if the day 
is distant when the Highland bayonet will write 
the name of Wauchope large and deep in the 
best blood of the Boers.”

_A Famous Fireman.—In the person of Mr. Samuel 
Goodall, who retired on a well-earned pension at the year’s 
end, a remarkable figu e y 
disappears from the ranks 
of the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade. Mr. Goodall 
wears not only the silve: 
medal of the service for 
conspicuous bravery, but 
also two clasps—each of 
which is the equivalent 
of the silver medal— 
representing by far the 
highest award ever 
bestowed on any member 
of the London Fire Ser- 
vice for heroic deeds 
performed. Previous to 
joining the Fire Brigade 
in 1873, Mr. Goodall 
served for fifteen years 
in the Royal Navy, and 
in the Japanese War of 
1863 he fought in two 
engagements on board 
H.M.S. Rattler. His first 
act of gallantry was per- 
formed at the fire in Villiers 
Street in December 1577, 
and also on November 
1878 he performed a most daring act of bravery at a fire in 
Drury Lane. At this time medals were not granted by the 
old Metropolitan Board of Works for deeds of daring, 
although the Chairman, Sir J. McGarel-Hogg, on two 
occasions recommended Mr. Goodall for the Albert Medal;

Brigade by granting silver medals, Mr. Goodall was one of 
the first recipients, being presented with it and the two bars 
by H.R.H. the Princess of Wales on May 25, 1889.

Ground intended for Narcissi should be 
well and deeply broken up: where the soil is fairly rich no 


| manure need be added, but should the ground be poor, it 


may be enriched by digging in a moderate quantity of 
well-rotted manure — cow - dung for choice — but fresh 
rank manure should never be used, as this has a tendency 
to induce disease or rot in the bulbs. Planting in the 
open ground should take place as soon as convenient in 
autumn, and the bulbs should be planted six or eight 
inches apart and four to six inches belowthe surface, select- 
ing, if possible, a partially shaded position, where the bulbs

may remain, say, three or four years without being dis- 
turbed. Planted in substantial clumps among trees, or 
on the shrubbery border, they are very beautiful, and 
some charming effects may be produced by planting in 
the grass for naturalisation by the sides of woodland 
walks, and in open spaces among trees, while low-lying 
boggy land among shrubs, ete., suits them admirably. In 
winter, before the plants make their appewrance, a top- 
dressing of the soil of some well-decayed manure and loam 
will be of great benefit to their aftergrowth and the develop- 
ment of fine bloom.
